Fifteen Candidates. 


Tho voters are required to select 
nine representatives from fifteen 
candidates, which comprise two 
Japanese, two Americaha, ten 
British and one Dane, . 

Two polling atutions have been 
established, one in the Municipal 
Administration building and the 
other in Tongkew BPotice: Station, 
the latter being for Japancve only, 

It ta almoat certain that the two 
dnpanese and the two Americans 
will be elected, so that the selec- 
tion will come from the other can 
didates.—Reuter.

The negotiutions were preceded 
by a series of discussions dating 
back to July, 1930. 

One of the chief conaidorntions 
which Ied the Colonial Secretary, 
Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister to enter 
Into nogotiations was that all best- 
{nformed opinion, whether restri- 
fiontst or .antirestrictionist, re- 
cognised the.desirability of getting 
certainty.. The stocks of rubber In 
the world at present are huge, be- 
Ing estimated at about six hundred 
thousand tons. It was agreed that 
if the stocks could be got 
down to~three hundred thousand 
tons, or, six months’ supply it 
might be regarded as reasonable.

COLONIAL OFFICE DESPATCH 
- + ‘0 GOVERNOR. 


The despatch to tho .“Governor 
from the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies (Six. P. Cunliffe. 
Lister) in regard to tha, changed 
system of recrujtmont for the 
Hongkong Civil Service, sent from 
Downing Street on Feb. 11, [8 
forwarded by the Colonial Secret- 
ary for publication. 

The despatch is'as follows: 
“Sir—-I have the honour to in- 
form you that, after very careful 
consideration, I have decided to 
naaimilate the system ‘of recrult- 
ment for the Cadet Services of 
Malaya and Hongkong to that fn 
force for the Colonin! Service 
generally, An announcement to 
this effect, of which I enclose a 
copy, appenred {n the Presa on 
January 26th. “ , 

As 1 conacquence of this deci 
sion, which was taken after con- 
aultation with the Civil Service 
‘Commisaton and the Colonial Ser- 
vice AppointmentaCBoard, and with 
the concurrence of both —bodlea, 
candidates for the Cadet Services 
in the above mentioned Colonies 
will In future be selected on the 
recommendation of the Colonial 
Service Appointments Board, —in- 
stead of, as hitherto, according to 
the renults of the competitive ex- 
amination held by the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission for the Home and 
Indian Civil Services, The —posl- 
tion of Ceylon Im special and wil! 
be separately considered = in) cott- 
pultation with the Governor, In 
the meantime the postponement of 
a decision in regard to that Island 
will have no immediate practical 
effect since the recrnitment of 
Europeans fer the Civil Service In 
ut present suspended, 

I rentise that there may be some 
who will regret thiq decision as 
marking a break with a long and 
honourable tradithon. Fb aympathise 
with that regret, and T would 
hasten to assure you that my deci- 
sion was not based on any faflure 
to appreciate the valuable services 
which have been rendered In the 
past, und are being rendered — to- 
Kday, by men who have entered the 
Cadet Services through the com- 
petitive examination, Many of 
them, I am aware, have achieved 
Uatinetion not only in the Eastern 
Colontes: but in other parts of the 
Colonial Empire. to. whose general 
development members of the Cadet 
poets have materially contribut- 
ed. : 

Great Changes in the Empire. 

At the same time it is essential 
to tuke account of ‘the great 
changes which are so rapidly 
taking -place in the Colonial Empire 
asa whole. It ia necessary also to 
remember that the whole problem 
+f reeruitment at home has of re- 
cent ywors been considerably modi- 
Sed, or the one hand by’ economic 
forces arising out of the war, and 
on the other by: the development of 
fresh alternative earears now open 
to the chiss of oman which the 
Colonial Service desires to attract, 
In deciding to discontinue the com- 
petitive examination, | have been 
looking not at the past but to the 
future, : 

Ata time when the Colonial Em- 
rin consisted of seattered units, 
separated from ‘each other and 
from thia country by distances 
which the modern methoda of com- 
munication had not yet bridged, 
and when the administration of 
many of these units was still in 
the pioneering stage, it wan not 
unnatural that. recruitment for 
the older’ Administrations of. 
Ceylon, Malaya ands Hongkony 
should be linked to that‘of the 
Home and, especially, the Indlan 
Civil Services with which they had 
most in common. As a natural 
corollary to the rapid development 
of the Colonial Empire as 2 whole 
in’ recent yenrs, corresponding 
changes and developments have 
taken place in the Importance, 
character, and requirements of the 
general Colonial Service. In con- 
sequence the Services of the 
Eastern Colonies have now to be 
considered in relation to that 
general Service, and their affinity 
with it, rather than with the In- 
dinn and. Homo Scrvizes, Is dally 
becoming closer. , 

Whatever may have been the 
case in the past, the qualifications

Tho 
prestige of 1 Colonial Service, 
entered by'one uniform channel 
and presenting opportunities world 
wide in their scope, must eventual- 
ly bo far grenter than that of a 
number of relatively small Services 
with no co-ordinated method _ of 
recruitment; and the Colonial Em- 
pire as a whole has become of such 
importance, that no step which will 
enhance the prestige and efficiency 
of the Service which administers 
{t can safely be neglected. 


Strongest Grounds for Single 
: Channel. 

There were therefore the 
atrongest grounds fur adopting 2» 
single channel of appointment — to 
posts of. the amme type in the 
Coloninl Empire. It. remained to 
consider what this channel should 


‘be, and at what.stage the change 


should be Introduced, 1 found that 
the overwhelming weight of cx- 
perience and argument Was in 
{nvour of the selection syatem, For 
various renaons, which 1 need not 
elaborate here, the adoption of tho 
examination system would have 
been impracticable for the Colonial 
Service as a whule, however satia- 
factory it may have been in mect- 
ing the. relatively small require- 
ments of the Cadet Services. More- 
over, the Committee of - tho 
Colontal Office Conference of 1930, 
which examined the question of the 
unification of the Colonial Service, 
explicitly deprecated the extension 
of the examination system beyond 
the arens in which it was then In 
foree, On the other hand, tho 
testimony of the Warren Fisher 
Committee to the success of — tho 
selection system and the fact that, 
na a result of that Committce’s re- 
port, the selection system has been 
placed on a settled and permanent 
basta——-and has been protected 
hyuinst auspicion on the score of 
partiality or unfairness, if any 
such suspicion there were, by the 
institution of the Colonial Service 
Appeintments Ronrd—-led almost 
Inevitably to the conclusion, that, if 
a single method of entry were 
adopted, that method should be the 
selection system. : 

While the obvious advantage of 
thin system Hes In its peculiar 
ndaptability for securing = men 
endowed. with those necessary 
qualities of charneter and fen 
perament which ‘are not rendily 
amenable to the test of a written 
examination, it should not be sup- 


poset that the introduction of the- 


ayatem need involve any departure 
from the high standards of in- 
telleetunl ability. and academic dis- 
tinction which are admittedly 
characteristic: of the services re- 
eruited in past years by the com- 
petitive bxamination, Under th. 
selection systema judicious 
acvaliny of the academic records 
and attainments of the candidate 
onablos a close assessment — to. be 
made of his intellectual qualifica- 
tions; and the educational records 
of recent applications show — that 
the Services already recruited by 
the selection system are now ot. 
tracting young men of ren) ability 
who, from this point of view apart 
from any other, are fully able to 
stand comparison with . those 
obtainable through the examina. 
tion. With the added prestige 
which the Coloninl Service will 
wain from presenting a single ap- 
peal fo candidates, I am confident 
that there is every expectation that 
the standard alrendy reached will 
be maintained and even raised. 

On the other hand, the pressure 
of financin! considerations tends 
nowadnys greatly to enhance the 
attractiveness of any profession 
or service which offers n carear ns 
soon ns possible after the conclu- 
sion of n Univeratty course and 
which does not impose any addi- 
tional hazard such as a severe ad 
hoc examinatlon,. Involving delay 
and, in nome cases, additional ex- 
panse, In this respect there is a 
marked difference between  post-

FIREWORK STORAGE. 


FIRE-PROOF BUILDINGS MUST 
BE USED. 


New rules have been made by 
the Governor in Council under 
scetion 16 of the Gunpowder und 
Fireworks Ordinance, providing 
for the better and safer aterage 
of fireworks. ‘The new regula- 
tions provitle that such materials 
Bhall not be stored in, any 
premises where prints, oll, petrol 
or other inflammable liquid, tar, 
pitch. resin, hay, straw, cotton, 
hemp, rattan shavings, or other 
icombuatible Mbre or: stock are 
mnnufactured or kept for sale ct 
storage, or o stock-in-trade; or 
the trade or business of a car. 
penter shop or drug atore is 
carried on; or goods of Nght 
material of a combuatible nature, 
other than safety matches, joss 
paper, joss sticks, Nags, paper 
lunterna, paper balloons, decora- 
tlons or newapapers ure kept for 
aale or storage, or a8 stock-in- 
trade; or goods are stored fn 
respect of which mn Heence under 
the Dangerous Goods Ordinance 
L873, ian required; or any dutiabte 
or duty-paid srooda are kept for 
sale or slorage, or ons steck-in 
trade, 


Fire-Proof Buildings, 


The new rules further provide 
that no fireworks shall be stored? 
In any shed or singte storey build- 
Ing that ds not constructed 
throughout of fire-proof or fire 
resisting: materials approved by 
the Tnapector General of Police. 
and that they shall not be stored 
atherwine Ehstn on the yaround thoes 
ofa building haviagg more than 
one floor, This yeround floor shalt 
be fire-proof and oof fire-resisthiyg 
nuideriala Unroughout, and an 
atadra, stadrenase, star-lind or 
other copmiunbest hom or passa 
waves throweh sueh ground floor, 
whether to other floors, or te poi 
tiene or premises above or adiain- 
ing oor alomprdde the smine, shad 
be of tire-proof oor fire-resistings 
miateriads throujheut, 

ALL the doors of sueh a building 
shall open oitward and shall Le 
provided buwh to the front and 
rear, Lighting: shall be by dn- 
cnndescent clectric lamps only, 
the electric wirihy to be enensed 
in fron piping so as to fix” the 
Jampa in a rigid position’ and vot 
Jower than seven feet from the 
floor: the lamps to be protected 
hy strong slags shades which 
shall completely ‘cover the damp 
bith, 

No stove, open fire, naked flame 
or gdowing or smoldering  sub- 
stance shall be used on the pre 
misan, No flreworks shall be 
exposed outside the premises, nor 
in any doorway or shop windoy. 
nor near any open flame or fire, 
nor exposed to the direct raya of 
the sun.

Concrete Magazines. 


Tt ia further provided that any 
quantity of fireworks in excess of 
400 Ibs, in weight shall be stored 
ina magazine, substantially bailt 
of briek, stone, iron and/or con- 
crete, detached from any dwelling 
and set back at a distunce of not 
less than 50 feet from any street, 

suge oor other public place. 
magazines must be kept 
securely locked, 9 In no circum: 
stances will exposed fron and 
stecl be permitted in the construc- 
tion of such magazines. 

The Police Feree and Fire 
Brigade and any person furnished 
with a certificate of authorization 
by the Inspector General of Police 
and/or the Chief Officer of the 
Fire Brigade, are given the right 
nt any time to enter and inapect 
premises where fireworks are

CADET SERVICE. 


COLONIAL OFFICE DESPATCH 
TO GOVERNOR. 


Tho despatch to the Governor 
from the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies (Sir, P. Cunliffe. 
Lister) In regard to the changed 
system -of recruitment for the 
Hongkong Civil Service, sent from 
Downing Street on Feb: 11, ts 
forwarded by the Colonial Secret- 
ary for publication. 

‘The despatch is as folluwa: 

Sir—I have the honour to in- 
form you that, after very careful 
consideration, I have decided to 
arsimilnte the ayatem of recruit- 
‘ment for the Cadet Services of 
Malaya and Hongkong to that in 
foree for the Colonial Service 
generally, An announcement to 
this effect, of which 1 enclose 4 
copy, appeared in the Presa on 
January 26th. ‘ 

As n consequence of this deci- 
ston, which wns taken after con- 
sultation with the Civil Service 
Commision and the-Colonial Ser- 
vice Appointments Board, and with 
the coneurrence of both — badies, 
candidates for the Cadet Services 
in the above mentioned Colonies 
will in future be selected on ‘the 
recommendation of the Colonial 
Service Appointments Board, in- 
atead of. as hitherto, according to 
the results of the competitive —ex- 
amination held by the Civil Ser. 
vice Commission for the Home and 
Indtan Civil Services. The — posl- 
tion of Ceylon Is special and will 
he separately conaliderad in con. 
sulfation with the Governor. In 
the meantime the postponement of 


ja deciston dn regard to that Island 


will have no immediate practical 
effect since the reeruitment of 
Kuropeans for the Civil Service ia 
at present suspended, 

1 realise that there may be some 
who will regret this decision as 
marking a break with a long and 
honourable tradition. T sympathise 
with that regret, and 1 would 
hasten to assure you that my deci- 
ajion was not based on any failure 
to appreciate the valuable services 
which have been rendered In the 
past, and are being rendered to- 
day, by men who have entered the 
Cadet Serviess through the com. 
petitive examination, Many of 
them, I am aware, have achieved 
distinction not only in the Mastern 
Colonies but fn other parts of the 
Colonial Empire, to whose general 
development members of the Cadet 
a have materially contribut- 
ed, 

Crent Changes Inthe Empire. 

At the same time it is essential 
to tuke account of the great 
changes which are sa rapidly 
taking plies in the Colonial Empire 
as a’ whole, tis necessary also to 
remember. that the whole problem 
ad oreeruftment at home has of re- 
cont yerrs been considerably modi- 
Sed.con the one hand hy ecanomie 
forced arising out of the war, and 
on the other by the development of 
fresh alternative careers now ‘open 
to the class of oman which the 
Colonial Service desires’ to attract, 

ding: to discontinue the com- 
petitive examination, T have been 
looking not at the past but to the 
future, 

Atatime when the Colonial Em- 
pity consisted of seattered units, 
separated from cach other and 
from this country by distances 
which the modern methods of com- 
munication had not yet bridged, 
and when the administration of 
many of thesd units was still in 
the pionecring stage, it was” not 
unnatural that recruitment, for 
the older = Administrations of 
Ceylon, Malaya and Hongkong 
should be linked to that of 
Home and, espceially, the Indian 
Civil Services with which they had 
most in common, As a natural 
corollary to the rapid | development 
of the Colonial Empire as a whole 
in ‘recent — years, corresponding 
changes and developments have 
tuken place in the importance, 
character, and requirements of the 
general Colonial Service, In con- 
sequence the Services of the 
astern Colonics have now to he 
considered in relution to that 
seonernl Service, and their affinity 
with it, rather than with the In« 
din and Home Servises, is daily 
bocombag closer, 

Whatever may have been the 
ease in the past, the qualifications

demanded {n candidates for ad- 
ministrative posts. in the Colonial 
Service do not now ‘differ in ‘any 
esacntint feature in Whatevor part 
of tho Colonia! Empire they may bo 
required to serve. In_ recruiting 
mon of tho snmo type for the same 
kind of work and in the samo maor- 
ket, {t Is clear that the best in- 
tercsts of all the Administrations 
concerned He in presenting a single 
united appenl to the type of can- 
didate they winh to attract. ‘The 
preative of a Colonial ' Service, 
entered by ono uniform channel 
and presenting opportunites world 
wide in their scope, must eventual- 
ly bo far greater than thnt of a 


number of relatively small Services 


with no co-ordinated method of 
recruitment; and the Colonint Em- 
pire as a whole has becone of such 
importance, that no step which will 
enhance the prestige and efficiency 
of the Service which administers 
it can safely be neglected, 


Strongest Grounds for Single 
* . Channel, : 

There were therefore the 
strongest grounds for ndopting a 
single channel of appointment to 
posts of the same type in the 
Colonial Empire. It remained to 
consider what this channel should 
be, andsat what stage the change 
should be introduced, 1 found that 
the: overwhelming welght of  ¢x- 
perlence and argument was _in 
favour of the sclection system. For 
various reasons, which I need not 
tlaborate here, the adoption of the 
examination system would have 
heen impracticable for the Colonial 
Service as an whale, however satis- 
factory it may have been in meet- 
Ing the relatively small require- 
ments of the Cadet Services. More- 
over, the Committee of -tho 
Colontal Office Conference of 1930, 
which examined the question of the 
unification of the Colonial Service, 
explicitly deprecated the extension 
af the examination system beyond 
the areas in which it wag then in 
foree, On the other hand. the 
testimony of the Warren Visher 
Committee to the success of | the 
aclection system and the fact that, 
as a result of that Committee's re- 
ports the selection system has been 
placed on a settled and permanent 
busis,--and: has been protected 
against suspicion on the score of 
partiality or unfairness, if any 
such suspicion there were, by the 
institution of the Colonial Service 
Appeintments Bonrd—-led almost 
inevitably to the conclusion that, if 
nosingle method of entry were 
adopted, that method should be the 
selection system, 

While the obvious advantage of 
this system lies in ita peculiar 
adaptability for securing = men 
endowed with these necessary 
qualities of character and tem- 
perament which fre not readily 
amenable to the teat of a written 
examination, it should not be sup- 
posed that the introduction of the 
system need dnvalve any departure 
from the high standards of in- 
tellectual ability and academic dis- 
tinction which are admittedly 
characteristic of the gervices — re- 
eruited in past years by the com- 
petitive examination, Under th. 
selection system on judicious 
scrutiny of the academic records 
and attainments of the candidate 
enables a close arscasment to be 
made of hia intellectual  qualifica- 
tions; and the educationnl, records 
of recent applications show — that 
the Services already recruited by 
the selection system are now st- 
tracting young men of real ability 
who, from this point of view apart 
from any other, aro fully able to 
stand = cumparison with those 
obtainable through the examina- 
tion. With the added preatige 
which the Coloninl Service will 
gain from presenting a single ap- 
peal to candidates, 1 am confident 
that there is every expectution that 
the standard already reached will 
be maintained and even raised. 

On. the other hand, the pressure 
of financial considerations tends 
nowadays greatly to enhance the 
attractiveness of any profession 
oy service which offers a carcer ns 
soon as possible after the conclu- 
sion of a University course and 
whieh does not impose any addi- 
tional hazard such as n severe ad 
hoe examination, involving delay 
und, in some eases, addiffonal ex- 
pense. In this respect there is a 
marked difference between — pust- 

and pre-war conditions, Tn

SINGAPORE BASE. 


QUESTION: TO BE DISCUSSED 
AT OTTAWA, 


London, Mar, 20. 
- The question of strengthening 
the Singapore base will be discus- 
sed at the forthcoming Ottawa 
Conference, says the Studay Dis- 
patch. 

The Admiral's naval staf! has 
been, asked‘to draw up plas of 
what they consider should be done 
at Singapore, and this will bo con- 
sidered by Cabinet before the 
Ministers Icave for Ottawa, but no 
definite actlon will be taken pend- 
Ing discussion at Ottawa., 

The Dominions may be askod to, 
make o further contribution  to- 
wards the cost of the extra work 
‘en the base.—Renter, : 
———— oe 
increase in the prestige and 
popularity of the main ‘Colonial 
Service, which does not Impose, 
any academic test apart from those 
provided — by the ‘ordinary 
University curriculum, there are 
atrong grounds for supposing that, 
were the Enstern Colonics to re- 
tain the examination, they would, 
aa time went on, find their field of 
choice seriously restricted ns com- 
poured with that at the disposal of 
the’ rest of the Service, 

It will be seen therefore 
under‘the conditions to-day, the 
aiaption of 1 common metho of 
entry for the whole service ia likely 
to prove generally advantageous, 
not only to the Coloniat Service asa 
whole, but te cach of its com- 
ponent elements, It is further 
clear that the two majn. arguments 
used in the past for the retention 
of the competitive examination, 
icy (i) that the selection system 
was difficult to defend against 
charges of partiality and (2) that 
it did not produce a sufficiently 
high = standard of — intellectual 
ability, can no longer be substan- 
tinted. On the other hand the 
selection aystem hia been proved to 
possess distinct advantages’ both 
in widening the field of choice and 
In enabling weight to be given 
more casily to qualifications which 
are of great importance-in the can- 
didates to, be selected. The results 
of the change can, of course, only 
be judged from experience, but 1 
-fecl that there is every renion to 
look upon the future with — con- 
fidonee.’ 

Reasons for Urgency. 

Assuming then that the change 
was to be made, there were convinc- 
ings arguments for making it im- 
medintely. In the ordinary way 
I should have wished lo’ give as 
long notice as possible of such a 
decision but it was brought to ny 
notice that the temporary —re- 
duction of other openings for 
young men, owing to-the existing 
financial depression, would enable 
She selection of candidntes for the 
Colonial Service in 1932 to be 
carried out) under pecullarly 
favourable conditions, and that the 
Initial diMculties which must in- 
evitably attend any radical change 
of system would thus be reduced 
ton minimum, On the other hand,

should thé change be’ postponed, it |. 


was cuite possible that.an excep- 


tionally favournble opportunity for: 


estublishing the position -of, the 
Colonial Service as a first class 
eaireer might have been missed, I 
did not feel justified in taking so 
serious a risk and accordingly felt 
it: necessary to treat the matter 
us ono of urgency and to announce 
the change In time for It to be in- 
troduced in connexion with ‘selec: 
tion of candidates in 1932. 

As this despatch will, no doubt, 
be of interest, to officiala and to 
members of the public in the ter- 
ritorics immediately affected by 
the decision, I have to request 
that. it may be published locnlly in 
nuch 1 manner a8 may commend 
itself to you.
